Airplane engines with a speed of

possibilities of using tellurium and 
selfnium in compound with gaso- 
une to increase combustibility of 
gasoline, Victor H. Lenher, profes 
sor of chemistry at the University 
of Wisconsin, who found the new 
use for the substance, declares. 

Because of the small production 
of tellurium amounting to sixty 
tons a year, and because of the 
necessity of re-designing all en- 
gines before the compound can be 
used. he added, it is not expected 
that its properties will be taken 
advantage of in the very near fu- 
ture.

Families drift apart and wander 
aimlessly on their inevitable 
fate. Human instincts are lost. 
and they become little better than 
beasts. The city and town popula- 
tions are so hardened to suffering 
that they are li moved by the 
misery which lies all about. Death 
seems more merciful in the coun- 
try for the refugees; they sink in- 
to the white covering of the ené- 
less plain and wolves strip their 
bones. 


DEATH STALKS IN STEPPES. 

From Perm and Ekaterinberg to 
the Caspian Sea, death is stalking 
over the Cteppes. Russians, Cos- 
sacks, Kalmucks, Kirmhiz and Tar- 
tare alike are meeting their end 
with hopelessness and patience de- 
gotten of centuries of unequal 
struggle against political extortion 
and unfavorable climatic condi- 
tions, made worse by ignorance of 
scientific farming methods. 

American corn will be too late 
to save many of these wanderers, 
as well as the families who have 
elected to make their fight in the 
villages, remote from the ratlways 
rather than endure the hardships 
and death their neighbors have 
suffered along the main lines of 
transportation.

Serious Money 
Panic Spreads 
Through Russia

RIGA, Feb. 5.—A serious money 
panic is spreading throughout 
Russia, according to Americans 
now in Riga, who have just re- 
turned from Moscow and Petro- 
grad. It is stated the panic is due 
to the issue of a large amount of 
new paper one-ruble, notes, which 
is the equivalent of 2000 rubles of 
the old currency. 

A pound of bread, which former- 
ly cost 4000 rubles, has jumped to 
15.000 within the last two weeks, 
according to Horace Truesdell, a 
hortigulturist, whe entered Russia 
in February, 1921. A similth jump 
was reported in Petrograd. The 
prices of all foods are increasing, 
and the Americans believe- this 
is caused by the peasants refus- 
ing to sell their products for 
either the new or old paper cur- 
rency. 

William Caton, who has recent- 
ly returned from Ruesia, states 
that a breakdown of the Russian 
transportation system is imminent. 
Iie says the new German loco- 
motives which were delivered to 
Rusela, are idle in Moscow because 
they are so heavy that they spread 
the rails which are attached to 
rotten ties.

It is 
stated that Fuster served for four- 
teen years as Consul-~General for 
Mexico in Italy. He was a famous 


entered the consular service he was 
at the head of an art institute in 
the City of Mexico. He was in 
Rome when the Dias administra- 
tion was overthrown. Along with 
all other persons who were con- 
nected with the Diaz regime he 
was from returning to 
Mexico. He brooded over the sud.

demented, his friends say. 

The tragic death of Senor Fuster 
calls to mind that many Mexicans 
of former political prominence 
have been cast into poverty and 
obscurity by the turn of govern- 
mental affairs in that country.

RUSSIANS HERE 
SING OPERA. 


Company of One Hundred 
to Stay Two Weeks. 


“Russian opera is more appeal- 
ing to Americans than is Italian 
opera because it it more vital, more 
radical in theme and more dynam- 
ic in the manner in which it is 


interpreted,” was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Leo Feoderoff, director 
of the Russian Grand Opera Com- 
pany, composed of 100 singers, on 
arrival in Los Angeles yesterday. 

The big company came from 
San Diego and, in the words of 
Miss I. Bourskaya, they happily 
discovered that “the air here is 
much easier to breathe than in 
San Diego.” The company will 
be in Los Angeles for two weeks, 
giving nightly performances at the 

n Operahouse, their next en- 
gagement being in Chicago. 

“What I mean to say is this,” 
began Mr. Feoceroff, who speaks 
English remarkably well after hav- 
been in America only six weeks, 
“Italian opera, lovely as it is, is too 
soft, too drowsy, too love-sickly 
for Americans. Russian music, lit- 
erature, dancing and many other 
arts of the Slavic peoples have a 
stronger appeal, for many reasons. 
First, their arts are more vital, 
basically more broad, stronger 
and hence arouse the interest of 
this nation which is still young, 
growing and adventurous. 

“Then, too, the Russian. operas 
are more complicated in theme 
and treatment—and what is more 
natural than that. America, made 
up of so many peoples and express 
ing such varied thoughts and emo- 
tions, should be interested in com- 
Plications, whether expressed in 
social life, invention, politics, sci- 
ence or the arts? We Russians 


it is not strange that from under- 
neath this mountain of oppression 
we have burst forth, like the long- 
smothered volcano, in a very fire 
of creative genius which expresses 
itself first in songs of freedom. 

“Another reason why the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples appreciate Russian 
opera is because it appeals to the 
intellect, perhaps ever more than 
to the heart. You Americans are 
a thinking people. Sometimes you 
think rather shallowly, it is true, 
but you pride yourselves on intel- 
lectualism. Unlike your Latin 
brothers, you are almost ashamed 
of a natural emotion. You sup- 
press your feelings until you have 
analyzed them, and then it is too 
late to give them full and whole- 
some expression. There is in young 
Russia a good deal of the psychol- 
ogy of America. 

“The Jatin peoples like our mu- 
sic, because it is music. Strange 
to say, the Chinese and Malaysians 
also appreciate Russian opera— 
perhaps because they are philoso- 
phers.

The Shell Company of California 
has secured a place for Long 
Beach on the petroleum map of the 
South. Two recent completions of 
the Shell Company added 2100

No. One, redrilled and deepened to 
2990, is now producing 1500 bar- 
rele and is the third largest pro- 
ducer brought in in Southern Cali- 
fornia since the beginning of the 
year. Almost 500 feet of oil sanc 
was drilled in the Horsch well and 
this win do doubt ineure a large, 
long-time producer. Jones No. 
One, is another nice well just 
completed by the Shell Company. 
Jones No. One is 3105 feet deep 
and is making 650 barrels. Horsch 
No. One is making 25 gravity oil 
and Jones No. One is producing 
21.7 gravity fiuid.

The show- 
ing is rather unusual in that the

IN MEXICO. 


Oil Producers Increase 
Petroleum Qutput Nearly 
Three Million Barrels. 


(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 
MONTEREY (Mex.) Feb. 
According to a statement just is- 
sued by the Mexican government 
there were 180 oll wells brought 
in during the year 1921, with an 
average daily production of 4590,- 
744.40 cubic meters, equivalent to 
2,835,113 barrels. The report 
makes the statement that the num- 
ber of feet drilled in completing 
these 180 wells was approximately 
367,684, am average depth of 1987 
feet. The meai daily production 
per well is 2,60..13 cubic meters, 
or 15,751 barrels. 
The drilling permits requested

PNEUMATIC DRILL TO 
BE MADE IN TEXAS. 


NEW AIR-PRESSURE DEVICE 
EXPECTED TO BORE TWO 
THOUSAND FEET DAILY. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 

KAUFMAN (Tex.) Feb. 3.— 
Plans are being made here for the 
manufacture of a pneumatic oil- 
well drill which, if it does the work 
that is claimed for it, may revolu- 
tlonize the present method of field 
operations. 

The drill is the invention of J. 
B. Fender of Kaufman. According 
to J. P. Copeland, who is interest- 
ed in the new drill, it will make 
a hole at the rate of 2000 feet a 


day. * 

“This drin is operated by com- 
pressed air,” Mr. Copeland said. 
“There is a hard- steel chisel, 
which works at the bottom of the 
well under pressure of an air 
hammer making 2800 strokes per 
minute, of 300-pounds’ stroke pres- 


sure. 

“The drill makes sixty revolu- 
tions per minute. There is a smal! 
scoop in the end of the drill stem 
which follows the chisel and scoops 
up all formations as it is cut by 
the chisel. Compressed air is forced 
down between the casing and 
the drill stem, sixty-three-horse- 
power to the square inch, and 
brings the formation back through 
the drill stem at the rate of 1400 
feet per second and carries it away 
like chaff from a threshing ma- 
chine. 

“Every mechanic, driller and oil 
man who has seen this wonderful 
machine says there is not a ques- 
tion about it doing the work. The 
chisel cuts fifteen inches per min- 
ute, either in ordinary formation 
or in concrete, which would be be- 
tween 1990 and 2000 feet per day. 

“Mr. Fender has another inven- 
tion which turns the drill and low- 
ers the casing at the same time, 
carrying the casing down with the 
drill.”

MILL COMPLETED. 


BISREE (Ariz.) Feb. 3.— The 
new Copper Queen mill of the 
Phelps Dodge corporation is under- 
stood to be practically complete 
and about ready for operation. o It 
has 4000 tons daily capacity in 
four units with its own power plant 
two 750-horse power and one 1250- 
horsepower Diesel engines. The 
mill was designed by H. Kenyon 
Burch and is expected to have a 
high percentage of extraction effi- 
clency and a low operating cost. 
It has been placed on the southern 
slope of a ridge that lies southward 
from the main mines of the dis- 
trict and its buildings face toward 
Mexico, immediately overlooking 
the hamlet of Don Luis. The 
available dumping ground would 
appear ample for the probable life 
term of the Bisbee mines. The 
water for the plant Is to come from 
the Calumet & Cochise shaft, just 
over the hill, where a long drift is 
being run at 1800 feet of depth. 
From this is expected a supply of 
1200 gallons a minute. 

White it is understood that much 
concentrating ore is available for 
extraction in Copper Queen work- 
ings, the main mill supply will be 
from Sacramento hill, which lies 
immediately within the southern 
part of the city of Bisbee. An im- 
mense tonnage of barren overbur- 
den has been taken off by steam 
shovel methods, until the eminence 
no longer especially obscures the 
view down Mule pass and a deep 
terraced trench, several hundred 


yards in width, has been excavated 
through one side of the hill, till 
there has been e 
ry, in which the contained copper 
is said to average more than 1% 
per cent. The ore will be hauled 
from the mines over a  broad- 
gauge railroad—already installed. 
The ore will be crushed near the 
mill and divided into smelting ore, 
which will be sent direct to the 
furnaces at Douglas, milling ore, 
which will descend by § gravity 
through the concentrator, and 
leaching ore, which will be added 
to heaps already started on the 
plain near Don Luis. Some con- 
centrating ore, 180,000 tons of 
milling ore and 316,000 tons of 
leaching have been se 

The leaching process is some- 
thing of an experiment. The ore, 
heaped twenty feet high, will be 
washed with copper-bearing mine 
water, which will be conducted 
through condults below, to precipi- 
tation troughs or tanks. It is » 
pected that, within six years, 70 
per cent of the metal in the heaps 
will have been saved, this at a very 
low cost. 

Work at ‘Sacramento hill has 
been suspended until the more ac- 
tive times expected in the near fu- 
ture, but the ore is exposed in am- 
ple quantity for mill operation, the 
steam shovels are standing in read- 
iness and the raliroad equipment is 
at hand for transportation. Even- 
tually, where Sacramento hill now 
stands, will be a canyon that may 
be extended until it embraces some 
of the earlier underground work- 
ings of the camp.

“It is unfortunate at this stage 
of our State highway affairs that 
the results obtained at the Pitts- 
burg tests point only in one direc- 
tion, viz., increasing the durability 
of our pavements through in- 
creased thickness of slab or addi- 
tional reinforcement, or both. If 
future highway practice takes the 
course dictated by these experi- 
ments, it means a decided increase 
in the cost of our pavements, and, 
at the same time, leaves the mat- 
ter of preparation of foundation 
unchanged. Much can be aecom- 
plished toward increasing the life 
of our pavements by giving a 
greater degree of attention to the 
preparation of foundation without 
|materially affecting the cost of 
transportation service. 


Definite conclusions must await 
ny summing up and analyses of 
the data collected during the tests 
of this highway. However, it 
seems improbable that any results 
produced or any analyses made 
would show wherein the light five- 
inch slab as now being built by 
ithe commission under present 
specifications for preparation of 
foundation can yield satisfactory 
returns upon the money invested. 
The avowed intention of the com- 
mission to place under contract 
|during the 1922 season $15,999,000 
worth of State highway work, the 
| greater portion of which will be 
spent on building five-inch pave- 
ments, does not promise much for 
our future highway. A slowing 
up in our paving program is most 
urgently needed at this time.”

GOVERNOR ASKS 
NEW REHEARING 


Reopen Rate Cases. 


Request Made as Result of 
Personal Inquiry. ‘ 


Telephone, Reiheay and Gas 
Included on List. 

Asserting that he does not think 

the service rendered by either 


company justifies the substantial 
rate increases recently awarded to 


Company and the Pacific Electric 
by the State Rallroad Commission, 
Gov. Stephens yesterday made 
public a letter in which he re- 
quests the commission to either 
suspend the rate increases until 
such time as satisfactory service 
is given or grant rebates to the 


consumer to the extent that sery 
ice is deficient! 


The Governor's letter to the 
commission follows: 3 
LOS ANGELES, Feb. 4. 
State Railroad Commission, Flood 
Building, San Francisco, Cal. 
Gentlemen: Great dissatisfaction 
exists throughout Southern Call- 


fornia as a result of the increased 
rates allowed by your commission 
to the Southern California Tele- 
phone Company and to the Pacific 
Electric Company. Added to this 
is the consumers’ continually re- 
curring experiences of marked in- 
adequacy in the telephone and gas 
services. 

As soon as these decisions were 
announced, I began to receive vig- 
orous proteste against them. I 
have just spent ten days in Los 
Angeles, in part to go into this 
matter, and I am impressed with 
the profund public resentment 
against the increased rates for 
service and the kind of service 


PUBLIC BEWILDERED. 

I feel free to call these matters 
to your attention because you are 
an independent branch of our 
State government, over whose de- 
cisions and terms of office I have 


no control, and because these re- 
cent telephone and interurban-rate 
increases, affecting hundreds of 
thousands of people, coming at a 
time when the public expected 
rates to fall with the general de- 
cline in prices, have resulted in @ 
state of public bewilderment which 
I fear may turn to public distrust 
of regulation. 

I am deeply concerned over the 
future of regulation of public 
utilities in this State, and fee! 
that you gentiemen, upon whose 
course so largely depends the fu- 
ture of regulation, should exam- 
ine and re-examine and then ex- 
amine again, the allegations, the 
facta and your decisions, to be 
sure that you are richt and to sat- 
isfy the people. And then, being 
absolutely certain you are right, 
to see to it that the people under- 
stand thoroughly and clearly the 
grounds fer your action. 

The success of our form of gov- 
ernment depends upon public un- 
derstanding of. and public confi- 
dence in, the acts of public serv-

2 re that each of you knows 

that have the utmost confidence 
in your honesty, ability and high 
purpose. I am confident that upon 
the evidence presented you formed 
the conclusions which you believed 
to be fair and just, and while J 
have not had the opportunity of 
examining the voluminous evidence 
submitted to the commission, 1 
cannot ignore what seems to be 
the conviction of an overwhelming 
number of our citizens that some 
other solution might have been pos- 
sible in the cases referred to. 
ARGUMENT AGAINST INCRE 

For example, it is urged by the 
rate payers, who number many 
thousands, that “It is not. just to 
burden the lucrative lines with high 
rates in order to make up a fair 
return upon lines barely paying op- 
erating costs, and that “Gift prop- 
erty of a nonpaying line should not 
be given its full present value when 
fixing rates for a profitably operat- 
ed line.” and other conten- 
tions are being urged so seriously 
as to deserve further and fullest 
consideration. 

And may I not properly direct 
your attention to the stat@ments 
that were made by officials of the 
Pacific and other great 
public utility corporations et the 
hearings before the Legislature on 
the King tax bill, wherein said of- 
ficials attempted to show that the 
physical values of their properties 
had not only not increased, but in 
fact had greatly decreased? 

Enemies of public regulation 
have endeavored to justify the in- 
creases above referred to by the 
claim that the. King tax bill placed 
additional tax burdens upon public 
service corporations—but this con- 
tention ig erroneously, perhaps ma- 
liciously, made—as regards the in- 
crease in Pacific Electric rates, for 
the King tax bill did not raise the 
tax rates of any interurban or 
street railway. And the additional 
taxes on the telephone company 
because of the King tax bill, I am 
informed, do not amount to more 
than 2% cents per instrument per 
month—certainly no Justification 
for an increase of rates approxi- 
mating 50 per cent. 


SUGGESTS NEW HEARING. 

I suggest to you, therefore, in 

the kindliest spirit and not in criti. 
clam, that this whole matter should 
be reopened. not merely to a re- 
hearing on the evidence already of- 
fered, but that it should be gone 
into de novo and thrown open to 
all parties interested and a thor- 
ough investigation made from the 
beginning and from every angle, 
and possibly with additional ex- 
perts and assistents, in order that 
the people may know definitely and 
assurediy what is right and just. 
And I suggest that until itis known 
what is right and just, and until! 
the service is made at least 
passingly tolerable, the increases 
should be suspended or revoked, 
if lawfully it can be done. If a 
revocation is legally barred, then 
may I not suggest a corresponding 
monthly rebate to every — 
until the service rendered warrants 
an increase? 
And may I not further tmpress 
upon yo", as strongly as I can, 
the necessity of using all the great 
power reposed in the commission 
to the end that better and more 
adequate telepnone and gas service 
be given at once to a long-suffering 
consuming public, exasperated by 
lack of service, but nevertheless 
patient and fair-minded?
